fhe Hoover cabinet is nothing re- 
warkable as far as outstanding figures 
we concerned, if we except Mr. Mellon 
whom a defeated senatorial aspirant 
refers to as “the real president for the 
past eight years.”

ever. Likewise the Presi- 
dent resisted influence that 
he put a woman in his 
cabinet. Mrs. Mabel Walker Wille- 
brandt, assistant attorney general, and 
Mrs. Alvin T. Hert, Republican commit- 
tee vice chairman, were strongly rec- 
ommended. He was told that this would 
help keep in line the 10,000,000 women 
who voted for him in November. But 
he prefers to cater to women in other 
ways. What these ways are remains 
to be seen. 

The President’s break with William 
J. Donovan, disappointed in not land- 
ing the attorney-generalship, was not of 
Mr. Hoover’s own choosing. Donovan, 
a Catholic and an assistant attorney 
general, was prominent as Republican 
campaign adviser. He wanted to be at- 
torney general and nothing else. Mr 
Hoover offered him the governor-gen- 
eralship of the Philippines—a _ position 
thought honorable by Taft, Wood and 
Stimson—but Donovan turned it down. 
Then Hoover is said to have offered the 
portfolio of seeretary of war (Donovan 
being an A. E. F. veteran and winner 
of every possible American honor 
award) but with the same result. So 
the President feels that he had liqui- 
dated his indebtedness to Mr. Donovan. 

There may be some Senate objection 
to one or two Hoover appointees, but 
it is not expected to amount to much, 
especially since the new upper house 
numbers 56 Republicans to 39 Demo- 
crats and one Farmer-Labor. Reten- 
tion of Secretary of Uabor Davis is 
“not so hot,” as flaming youth imight 
say, but the word goes forth that Davis, 
a Harding appointee, will remain only 
for a vear “to complete certain proj- 
ects,” after which the President will 
select his successor. 

Because Mr. Hoover is the first presi- 
dent from west of the Mississippi, there 
is a little disappointment that he did not 
give better cabinet recognition to the 
region “where men are men and women 
are for Hoover.” But that’s his busi- 
ness. He may think that Curtis is plum 
enough to satisfy the usually ignored 
West. 

The nation eagerly watches President 
Hoover’s every move. It is something 
of an innovation to have as chief exec- 
utive a man who never before held pub- 
lic office. And there must be a certain 
amount of personal sacrifice for a busi- 
ness man to be willing to serve his 
country at $75,000 a vear when, as one 
of the world’s foremost mining engi- 
neers, he annually earned four times 
that amount.

Rain Fails to Dampen Enthusiasm Though it Ruins Many Easter Hats 
Hoover Talks Dry and Coolidge Keeps Cool with Dawes 


HOUGH the skies weren’t au- 

spicious for the Hoover inaugu- 

ration, other factors were. The 
crowd was larger than usual, also it was 
more demonstrative, and-the parade 
was longer than any other since the 
war, even if it was limited by the new 
chief executive’s opposition to a mili- 
laristic display. 

The ceremonies on the Capitol steps 
and the following parade kept specta- 
tors interested despite the downpour— 
which is tribute enough considering 
how much gold braid and how many 
feminine hats got wet. There was a 
holiday spirit which even the rain could 
not dampen. Uniformed and civic bodies 
took the drenching just to mareh in 
homage to a new national idol, mayhap 
an ideal. 

Train after train and auto after auto 
poured visitors into the capital to 
watch the induction of our first presi- 
dent from the Pacific Coast and our first 
vice president from west of the Mis- 


sissippi. But all states seemed to have 
particular cause for rejoicing. Iowa, 


for instance, is prideful that it is the 
native state of both President and Mrs. 
Hoover—and that isn’t so bad for a 
state only 82 years old! 

True to the prediction in the Path- 
finder and contrary to pre-inauguration 
reports in many papers, Mr. Hoover, 
though a Quaker, took the prescribed 
oath, just as he did when sworn in as 
secretary of commerce. Also, instead 
of selecting the fifth chapter of St. 
Matthew, containing the beatitudes so 
cherished by Quakers, he elected to kiss 
that verse from Proverbs which reads: 
“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish; but he that keepeth the law, 
happy is he.” It was more pertinent to 
his. address. Senator Curtis used a 
Kansas-owned German Bible, 365 years 
old, when he received the oath from 
retiring Vice President Dawes.

Naturally Congress felt an urge to 
inquire into the matter. Attention was 
called to the fact that the English re- 
discount rate was raised one per cent 
at the time of the board’s action, which 
added to the crash in the market.

The Federal Reserve Board denied 
selling itself up as an arbiter of se- 
curities, speculation or values. “The 
board has no disposition,” it declared, 
“to assume authority to interfere with 
the loan practices of member banks so 
long as they do not involve the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. It has, however, a 
grave responsibility whenever there is 


, evidence that member banks are main- 


taining speculative security loans with 
the aid of Federal Reserve credit.” 

As the Federal Reserve Board point- 
ed out, brokers’ loans have been s@ead- 
ily increasing in a great “bull market,” 
until they “absorbed in speculation an 
excessive amount of the country’s 
credit” and “interfered with the Fed- 
tral Reserve system.” Such loans had 
risen to the staggering total of nearly 
$5,000,000,000—a sum nearly two bil- 
lions more than a year ago. The board

MR. HOOVER AS A FARMER 


Is Mr. Hoover personally acquainted 
with agriculture? Well, the President 
is a gentleman farmer if not a dirt 
farmer. Like former Gov. Lowden of 
Illinois, he is interested in farming as 
a side business venture and part hobby. 

Not many people are aware that 
Hoover is interested in a farm which 
is worth nearly a million dollars. Its 
1,260 acres are located in the fertile San 
Joaquin valley of central California. In 
the heights of the season it employs 600 
men. Mr. Hoover owns the majority 
stock in this co-operative experiment. 
It is conducted on the most approved 
scientific methods. 

Crop rotation as recommended by the 
Agriculture department is carried out 
so that fruit and produce and cotton 
follow each other in order. Potatoes 
are planted between avenues of grape- 
vines and even the space between rows 
of peach trees produces alfalfa. 

Proceeds from the latter crop, by the 
way, pay for the irrigation water need- 
ed to produce the peaches. Water- 
melofs and cotton grow side by side. 
and spinach is planted when onions and 
potatoes are harvested. Thus, if one 
crop is a loss the others make up for it. 
In addition, there are 2,000 white leg- 
horn chickens, and more coming. 

_ A model marketing system has been 
developed which sells the produce 
through California chain stores and 
other establishments. ‘“Posa” is the 
brand applied to the farm’s products, 
and the name Hoover appears on the 
label.

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THE EXTRA SESSION 

The special session of the new (7{st) 
Congress, to convene April 10, presages 
important business. The two big items 
to be considered are farm relief and 
tariff changes. 

Agricullural help was one of the 
Hoover campaign promises, and many 
eyes will be focussed on Washington 
to see how the new executive will 
handle the situation. It will be remem- 
bered thal during the Coolidge admin- 
istration the McNary-Haugen bill was 
passed on two separate occasions only 
to be vetoed by Mr. Coolidge. The 
solons evidently did this to save their 
faces at home with the assurance that 
the measure would not meet the ap- 
proval of the White House. At any 
rate, they had opportunity to pass the 
bill over the executive veto but declin- 
ed to do so. A revised bill drafted 
without the equalization fee seemed to 
meet approval in the last days of the 
Coolidge administration but it was 
thought best to pass the buck to the 
Hoover regime. 

This will be the 22nd special Con- 
gress session in our history. Like the 
one called by Harding in 1922, it will 
have an important say in the tariff. 
Business as well as agriculiural relief 
hinges on what may be done at the spe- 
cial session. The way toward quick 
introduction of a tariff bill has been

prepared by hearings held by a House 
committee on the schedule. President 
Hoover is said to favor but little tariff 
tinkering.

Such things 
invite argument that Washingtonians 
should not only have the vote but the 
democratic privilege of administering 
to themselves as any other municipality. 


On the other hand, though, the capi- 
tal city once had thjs right but abused 
it. There is too much undue political 
influence, it seems, to permit a purely 
local government. Washington, being 
the seat of government and having 
much public money represented in fed- 
eral buildings, parks etc., is the nation’s 
city. As it is now, the people of Ari- 
zona have as much say in its manage- 
ment as residents of Virginia. The na- 
tion is averse to returning its prided 
capital to the cheapness of ward pol- 
itics.

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Dry Law Violation Penalties 


NE of the last performances dur- 
O ing the hectic closing days of 


the 70th Congress was passage 
by the House of the Jones bill raising 
prohibition violation penalties to five- 
year prison sentences and $10,000 fines. 
To the last there was nothing that stir- 


red real interest in either house so 
much as prohibition measures. 

During the House debate on this bill 
the “‘wets” stormed and roared. O’Con- 
nor of N. Y. pointed out F. Scott of the 
Antisaloon League, sitting in the gal- 
lery and called him the “black-browed 
super-president of the United States”— 
which raised a storm of protest. An al- 
most successful attempt was made to 
amend the act so as to distinguish be- 
tween first offenders and veteran boot- 
leggers, but the “drys” merely answer- 
ed that any change whatever meant the 
death of the legislation. So they waited 
for the vote, and they put it through 
283 to 90. 


Nicaraguan Canal Survey 


Senator Edge of N. J. fought long for 
his bill to appropriate $150,000 for a 
survey of a canal route across Nicara- 
gua, and finally it passed so quick and 
unexpectedly as to leave him and the 
whole Senate out of breath. The oppo- 
sition crumpled after opposing the 
measure on the ground that it would 
serve to keep the Marines in Nicaragua; 
that a second canal will not be needed 
for 70 years, and that undertaking such 
an expense would interfere with farm 


relief. Before getting through the bill 
was amended so as to authorize the 


President to negotiate with any other 
Central American government, if desir- 
ed, and to consider enlarging the Pana- 
ma canal. The government has already 
paid $3,000,000 for an option on a site 
across. Nicaragua. 

Government Salaries 

After fighting nearly the whole ses- 
sion for a bill to raise the pay of the 
lower-salaried government employees 
by reducing that of the higher-paid men 
Chairman Lehlbach of the civil service 
committee got the measure through by 
making a decision from the Speaker’s 
chair. He won by one vote. 

The purpose of the bill was to carry 
out the original intent of the Welch bill 
to raise the salaries of the needy gov- 
ernment workers. That measure under 
the ruling of Comptroller General Mc- 
Carl resulted in small raises for those 
who needed them, and whom it was in- 
tended to aid, and large raises, up to 
$2,000, for those already getting high 
salaries. Lehlbach’s new bill was 
framed to cut off those raises in the 
high salaries to the extent of about 
$3,000,000 and distribute them to the 
little fellows. But the bill was strongly 
opposed by the high-salaried employees, 
and it was prevented from coming up. 

~ Finally it was attached to the second 
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Rep. Lehlbach, chairman of House committee 
investigating campaign expenditures.

54 to 53. 

The friend of the little clerks in the

practically no opposition. Brookhart’s 
amendment proposed to raise the little 
salaries and let the big ones stand. But 
in the conference the House kicked out 
the Senate amendment, the Senate re- 
turned the compliment and nothing was 
done. 


Belated Rewards 


First the House and then the Senate 
passed a bill to reward the army men 
who in 1900 accompanied Maj. Walter 
Reed, army surgeon, to Cuba and sub- 
mitted to mosquito bites and other ex- 
periments which resulted in discover- 
ing the cause of yellow fever. The 
measure provides that the names of the 
25 men be carried as an honor roll in the 
annual publication of the army register 
as long as they live, and that each be 
paid a uniform pension of $125 a month. 
Some half-dozen of them had already 
been granted that pension by special 
acts. This made it uniform for all, and 
it passed without objection. The men 
were rewarded for “service rendered 
and disabilities contracted in the in- 
terest of humanity and science.” Their 
service was voluntary.

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LEAGUE COUNCIL BUSY 


The first 1929 meeting of the Council 
of the League of Nations at Geneva 
started with a full slate of about 30 
pressing questions. Under the presi- 
dency of Senator Scialoja of Italy it 
took up first the Bolivia-Paraguay dis- 
pute which has not yet been settled; 
and ready to follow were the opium and 
narcotic questions; codification of in- 
ternational law; counterfeiting; disarm- 
ament; coal and sugar situations; man- 
dates; the Rumanian-Hungarian dispute 
and various other subjects of less im- 
portance. There will also be a con- 
sideration: of international trusts, or 
cartels, which have been springing up 
in the last few years.

FRANCO-BELGIAN PACT? 


Quite a little ripple was produced on 
the diplomatic pool with the publica- 
tion by a Dutch provincial paper, the 
Utrecht Dagblad, of an alleged secret 
treaty made by France and Belgium 
and aimed at Germany. German pa- 
pers widely copied the “news.” One 
provision, it was stated, was that Bel- 
gium was to mobolize 600,000 men

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CHINESE REBELLION GROWS 

The uprising in Shantung led by Gen. 
Chang Tsung-chang continued to grow 
more threatening in spite of his initial 
defeat by the smaller Nationalist forces 
at Chefoo under Gen. Liu Chen-nien. 
fhe latter called for reinforcements, 
which were ordered from Peking by 
the government. But Nationalist troops 
deserted to Gen. Chang—15,000 under 
one general—on the prospect of loot, 
and no less than 50 villages were re- 
ported destroyed by the rebels. A sur- 
render of Chefoo was demanded under 
the threat of looting. The rebels were 
said to number about 40,000. American 
Freach, British and Japanese gunboats 
went to Chefoo to protect their na- 
tionals. 
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TURKS PROTECT RELIGION 

lhe new Turkish government sepa- 
rated chureh and state and banished 
the Mohammedan caliph, but Turks 
must still be careful of making fun of 
the former state religion. The editor 
of “Free Thought,” a Constantinople 
publication, was brought into court for 
publishing “An Open Letter to the 
Prophet Mohammed.” One passage in 
this letter was as follows: 

“To kiss the pages of the Koran, to 
sacrifice one’s life and goods to visit a 
hidden city in Arabia (Mecca), is not 
this the worst sort of idolatry?” 

The penal code of the new republic 
provides for fines or imprisonment for 
those found guilty of blaspheming any 
of the world’s established religions— 
Christian, Moslem, Buddhist, Shintoist, 
etc. 
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BEAUTY SURGEON LOSES 

Because he did not warn his patient 
if the danger she was risking in a beau- 
ty operation Dr. Charles Dujarier, one 
of the most famous surgeons of Paris, 
had to pay $8,000 damages. Mlle. Su- 
zanne Geoffre thought her beauty was 
narred by over-sized calves, and on her 
ipplication Dr. Dujarier removed a roll 
f fat from one leg. But gangrene set 
in and the leg had to be amputated. The 
suit followed, and the court held that 
since the operation was not necessary 
for the woman’s health the doctor was 
negligent in not giving her full warning 
of possible dangers. 
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GERMAN REFORM DEMANDED 


Recently the Centrist party of Ger- 
many withdrew its members from the 
German cabinet. Foreign Minister 
Stresemann calling the central execu- 
tive committee of the People’s party 
decried the system that would permit 
4 political party to disrupt a cabinet 
by calling its members out of it. 
‘Changes are needed,” he declared, “to 
halt the vote-snatching proclivities of 
political organizations.” Steps were 
accordingly taken to break up the prac- 
lice, especially since the government 
wished to preserve full strength in face 
of the settlement of the reparations 
problem.

The 
prince kept a favorite mount, “Just an 
Idea,” though he has given up fox hunt- 
ing and point to point racing for good.

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S When Irish Pledge St. Patrick 


Regardless of Individual Beliefs Many Enjoy Celebration of the Day 
Which Had Origin in Feast Day of Patron Saint of All Irishmen 


HE custom of celebrating St. Pat- 
rick’s Day in this country had its 
origin in the Irish celebration in 
honor of St. Patrick, the Apostle of Ire- 
land. But now the celebration is ob- 
served by all and is more or less the 
occasion for green neckties, shamrocks, 
feasts, parties, gayety etc. Yet, not only 
the Mullins, the O’Briens and _ the 
Caseys, but those who like to boast of 
Irish ancestry, still pledge ourselves to 
the great saint whenever his day rolls 
around. 

Apparently the celebration of the day 
has nothing to do with snakes and the 
ever persistent serpent legends. The 
snake story seems to be based more on 
hearsay than history, anyway. The 
phrase “concerning snakes in Ireland,” 
which is frequently quoted in connec- 
tion with the St. Patrick snake stories, 
is undoubtedly a misquotation and has 
nothing to do with snakes in Ireland but 
refers to Iceland. It is from Harebone’s 
work “The Natural History of Iceland.” 
In a chapter entitled “Concerning 
Snakes,” is found this sentence: “No 
snakes of any kind are to be met with 
throughout the island”—meaning Ice- 
land. And it is not at all unusual for 
Ireland to be without snakes, whether 
St. Patrick drove them out or not, for 
Scotland is entirely free of them and 
there are only two varieties in England. 
The accompanying picture shows the 
saint supposedly chasing snakes out of 
old Erin, which is probably an allusion 
to his driving the “demons” into the sea. 


This celebration falls on March 17 
each year because that is the traditional 
day on which St. Patrick died. While 
many people erroneously suppose it to 
be the anniversary of the birth of the 
saint it is his feast day, not his birthday. 
There is sti controversy as to when 
and where St. Patrick was born. 
Though he is generally believed to have 
been born somewhere on the banks of 
the Clyde in Scotland, England and 
France both claim the honor. At any 
rate, it is agreed that he was born about 
387 A. D. and died in Ireland about 493 
A. D. which would make him about 106 
years of age when he died. 

St. Patrick’s original name is said to 
have been Sucat. When about 16 he 
was kidnaped and sold into slavery by 
a band of pirates. Taken to Ireland he 
remained a slave for from six to 14 
years, when he succeeded in making his 
escape. While in slavery he conceived 
the idea of converting the pagan Irish. 
So he fitted himself for the priesthood, 
was ordained in France and arrived in 
Ireland about 432 A. D. He was suc- 
cessful in his work, is claimed to have 
established some 365 churches and a

It is incorrect to say that Patrick was 
a saint only by tradition. From the 
day of his death he has been venerated 
as the chief saint 
of the Irish 
church. It may be 
correct to state 
that he was not 
canonized — pro- 
claimed a saint— 
in Rome, but there 
is no doubt that 
the Roman church 
has always recog- 
nized him as a 
saint. The belief 
that the canoniza- 
tion of saints has 
always been the 
function of the 
Church of Rome 
is a common mis- 
conception. At 
that early time it 

St. Patrick was the function 
of the bishop or 
ecclesiastical superior of the region or 
territory within which the person so 
honored lived. In other words, the 
great regional churches were autono- 
mous, possessing and exercising equal 
power with the Church of Rome. The 
frish church was one of these. Thus, 
in the exercise of its legitimate power, 
the Irish church canonized thousands 
of saints. 

One story of the origin of the sham- 
rock as the “official” emblem for St. 
Patrick’s Day, as related in the New 
York Gazette in 1787, is as follows: 


When converting one of the princes of Ire- 
land and his family to the Christian faith 
the doctrine of Trinity seemed so incom- 
prehensible to the Irish chief that he was 
going to give up all further thought of be- 
coming a convert, when our patron saint, 
plucking a shamrock, demonstrated to him 
from the three leaves proceeding from one 
stalk or stem that the three persons in the 
Godhead proceeded from one grand foun- 
tain of principle, upon which he immedi- 
— ordered himself and his family bap- 
tized. 


The affection of the Irish for their 
patron saint is said to be due to the 
fact that he is still supposed to save 
them. As explained by James Stephens 
in a pretty legend of mercy and justice 
in the New York Times, the -second 
day of February is, according to the 
Irish calendar, the first day of spring. 
It is also the feast day of St. Brigid 
(pronounced Breed). In very ancient 


times Brigid was the Irish goddess of 
poetry and then became the goddess of 
war. By one of her kind deeds while 
traveling in the east of the world she 
became known as Brigid of the Mantle 
and as the Foster Mother of Christ. 
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When St. Patrick died and wet 
heaven he found Brigid there.

Hero of Oliver Wendell Holmes Story is Supreme Court Justice; Son 
of That Famous Poet and Essayist Celebrates 88th Birthday 


NE of the few sons of great men 
who have made their own 
careers without cashing in on 


the fame of their illustrious fathers is 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, associate jus- 
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Justice Holmes, Noted Liberal 


tice of the Supreme Court, who cele- 
brated his 88th birthday this month. 
Justice Holmes is now the oldest man 
to sit on the high bench, having broken 
the record of Chief Justice Taney who 
served at 87, until his death. 

As regularly as Justice Holmes’s 
birthday rolls around there is talk of 
his retiring. But he only smiles and 
says nothing. Not only Holmes, but 
Justices Brandies and VanDevanter, too, 
are eligible to retirement. A Supreme 
Court justice can retire on two-thirds 
pay after passing the age of 70 provid- 
ing he has served on that bench for 10 
vears. But few do. They prefer to 
“die with their boots on.” 

Only illness can keep Mr Holmes, 
“the grand old man” of the Supreme 
Court, from sitting with the court. The 
son of the famous poet and essayist 
of the same name, Justice Holmes is 
a native Bostonian and a Harvard grad- 
uate. He saw three years of service 
during the Civil War with the 20th 
Massachusetts volunteer infantry, being 
mustered out as a captain. He is the 
officer referred to in his father’s famous 
story, “My Hunt After the Capiain.” 
Justice Holmes was wounded in the 
breast at Ball’s Bluff, in the neck at 
Antietam and in the foot at Marye’s 
Hill. Admitted to the bar in 1867, he 
became an instructor at Harvard and 
later editor of the American Law Re- 
view. In 1882 he was appointed associ- 
ate justice and in 1899 chief justice of 
the state supreme court, resigning in 
1902 to accept Roosevelt’s apppointment 
to a seat on the federal bench. 

Justice Holmes is said to be the last 
wounded Civil War veteran to hold 
high post with the government. His 


liberal views are showy in his siding 
with the minority in many Supreme 
Court decisions. He refuses to be inter- 
viewed and writes poetry but declines 
to publish it. 

Justice Holmes is said to have once 
declared: “I should die if I quit work.” 
Despite his burden of years he is recog- 
nized as one of the hardest workers 
on the bench and his opinions—he can 
be counted on for one a day—are bril- 
liant, authoritative and possessed of 
excellent literary style. Incidentally, 
they are recognized as masterpieces of 
English.

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Benedict Arnold’s Good Points 


Several Little Known Memorials Honor His Wounds and His Service to 
Liberty and the Colonies Before He Became a Traitor 





Base of Saratoga battle monument has an 
empty niche for Arnold’s statue. 


EWSPAPER reports that “Trea- 

son House” at Haverstraw, N. Y.., 

is being razed recalls incidents 
in the treason of Benedict Arnold. ltt 
was in this house that Major Andre of 
the British army, who was later hanged 
is a spy, drew up plans for Arnold's 
iad scheme of delivering West Point 
to the British. 

\rnold’s treachery occupies so much 
space in Revolutionary history that lil- 
tle attention is given to his bravery. 
Yet Arnold was brave before he be- 
came a traitor. 

After the battle of Lexington he rais- 
ed a company of volunteers and march- 
el to Cambridge where he proposed an 

xpedition against Fort Ticonderoga. 
(hough commissioned a colonel to head 
this project, he gave up command to 
unite with another force. Returning to 
Cambridge, he was given command of 
barely 1,000 men to help capture the 
greal stronghold of Quebec. After much 
struggle and privation during which 
they ate broth made of boiled deer-skin 
moceasins and even a dog, the 750 men 
oined Montgomery in the siege. Ar- 
iold fought valiently and was wounded 
in the leg. Later he was made a briga 
lier general. As commander of an 
irmed flotilla on Lake Champlain, he 
gamely fought two battles against 
stronger odds, but with disastrous re- 
sults. Arnold seems to have been first 
irked because five of his juniors were 
uade major generals before he was. 
He had a hasty temper and had many 
quarrels with his fellow officers. Yet 
General Schuyler was a great admirer 
of Arnold. 

At the head of 800 men, Arnold went 
to the relief of Fort Schuyler (or Stan 
wix) on the upper Mohawk and played 
“ prominent role in the defeat of Bur- 
goyne. Here he was again wounded 
in the same leg—and was invalided for 
several months. His service brought 
him command of Philadelphia, where 
he married the daughter of a Tory, who 
lates, Became ceaiet E asice a. Semen 


vania. Convicted of shady transactions, 
he was reprimanded by Gen, Washing- 
ton and this was the spark which kin- 
dled a desire to betray his country. 
That, being a familiar part of American 
history, we need not rehash. 

When his plan to turn West Point 

over to the British fell through, Arnold 
escaped to the British lines. Commis- 
sioned a brigadier general, he received 
about $30,000 in compensation for prop- 
erty confiscated by the Colonists. He 
led an expedition into Virginia and an- 
other one in Connecticut (his native 
state) during which New London was 
burned and Americans massascred. The 
country became too hot for him so 
Arnold went to London but he was re- 
ceived in scorn. He could obtain no 
favor with the crown. After the war 
he returned to America and, settling at 
St. John, New Brunswick, engaged in 
the West India trade. He couldn’t make 
a go of it and returned to England 
where he died in neglect and obscurity 
in 1801. Even the nation he helped 
could not respect or put confidence in 
a traitor. 
- In the old chapel at West Point is a 
blank plate on which Arnold’s name 
would have been inscribed had he not 
become a traitor. The Saratoga battle 
monument, erected at Schuylerville, 
N. Y., in 1878, has four niches. Three 
of them contain statues of Arnold’s com- 
rades before he became a traitor. They 
are those of Gates, Schuyler and Mor- 
van. The fourth—intended for Arnold 
—remains empty.

Last Look at Spain 


E HAVE said farewell to 
Madrid and are now brows- 
ing around in this famous 


old province of Castile. We can 
“browse” better than the sheep or cat- 
tle can, for pasturage is very scaree. 
The rainfall is small and the region 
arid. The Spaniards have failed to 
carry on the fine irrigation system in- 
troduced by the Moors, though we see 
a few acres which are irrigated by 
wheel pumps operated by mule power. 
The country is always parched and 
brown, except for short periods after 
the rains. 

Trees are scanty—mostly scrub pines 
and stunted evergreen oaks which bear 
acorns on which hogs are fattened. The 
small houses are built of stone, with red 
tile roofs. We see many sheepfolds, 
also of stone. Shepherd dogs guard the 
sheep. The white sheep are in big 
folds and the black sheep in small ones, 
as the two kinds do not get along to- 
gether. Uncle Eli, who knows all about 
“black sheep,” gets off that old wise- 
crack about more wool being produced 
by white sheep than black ones—the 
reason being that there are so many 
more white sheep. 

These ancient jokes make me sick, 
but I grit my teeth and stand it. It will 
all be over before long, for Jerusha and 
Eli are going back home to “Ioway” 
in time to start work on the farm as 
soon as spring opens. An old neigh- 
bor of theirs in What Cheer, Iowa, has 
written telling them they better come 
back and raise cornstalks to make pa- 
per from. Eli thinks he may start a 
cornstalk paper mill and be a captain 
of industry. 

These sheep in Castile are migratory 
flocks. There used to be so many fights 
over the pasturage that a special court

was established 400 years ago to settle 
the disputes. Under these old laws a 
strip of land 90 paces wide must be 
left along the highway, so that the 
drovers can have some pasturage for 
their flocks when driving them from 
place to place. 

There are heavy snows in this region 
during the winter. In the exposed 
places the railroad is protected by great 
snow fences 15 feet high, made by stick- 
ing old railroad rails in the ground for 
posts and piling old ties against them. 
Aunt Jerusha says she uses Eli’s old 
ties to make rugs, and she wants me to 
recommend the idea in the Pathfinder.

The Escorial is not only a vast palac:

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W hite House Undergoes a Change 


Retiring “First Lady’s” Interest in Interior Decorating is Shown 
in Banishment of French Furniture for the Colonial 























Green Room Just Before Mrs. Coolidge Changed It 


RS. COOLIDGE leaves the White 
House with at least one feminine 
idea being carried out which 

will materially change the interior ap- 
pearance of the executive mansion. It 
is her own idea, carefully carried out, 
which is furnishing the lower floor 
with furniture appropriate to the pe- 
riod in which the White House was 
built. 

The retiring “First Lady” was not 
backward in criticizing the stiff appear- 
ance of the public rooms due to the 
hodge-podge of furniture left by pre- 
vious administrations. Former “First 
Ladies” either had divergent views as 
io appropriate furniture or didn’t 
bother about their temporary abodes. 
\t any rate, no White House mistress 
showed any marked interest until Mrs. 
Coolidge came along. 

She was instrumental in obtaining 
the advice of experts and in asking in- 
dividuals and museums to contribute 
early American furniture. Mrs. Cool- 
idge visited and studied furniture in 
the American wing of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art at New York before ap- 
proving the recommendations of the 

mmittee. The $100,000 left from the 
“375,000 appropriated for repairing the 
oof has been used in buying pieces, 

iinly from New York antique dealers. 
One spread-leg table cost $500. Other 
‘urniture needed is expected to be paid 
or by persons interested in the res- 
loration. 

There was strong opposition when 
Mrs. Coolidge doomed the stuffed and 


ornate French empire furniture. One 





objector was the American Institute of 


Architects which has exercised a sort 
of sovereignty over White House fur- 
nishings ever since Roosevelt’s day. In 
fact, Mrs. Roosevelt was more or less 
responsible for the French atmosphere. 

However, carrying out Mrs. Cool- 
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idge’s own plan, the Green Room is 
being furnished with tasteful Sheraton 
and Heppel-white pieces. ‘The heavy 
velvet draperies of olive green which 
formerly characterized the windows in 
the Green Room have been removed 
and even the green satin wall paper 
made to harmonize with the new furni- 
ture. The two tall Satsuma vases, gifts 
to President Arthur and which have for 
years stood on each side of the mantel, 
will be removed to another room. The 
gilt clock and two gilt vases purchased 
by Mrs. Grant in Paris will remain by 
the mantel. The gilt screen, a gift to 
Arthur from the Austrian emperor and 
partly embroidered by the empress, will 
go to the room where many gifts from 
foreign rulers have been consigned. 

Mrs. Hoover has seen the effect of 
the change and is said to be favorable. 
The presidential suite on the second 
floor (which is barred to the public) 
is more Colonial than downstairs.

Sir Hubert Wilkins, the noted Aus- 
tralian explorer, upon his arrival in 
Chile from his base at Deception [sland 
stated that he had met with an unex- 
pected menace in flying in the antarctic. 
‘The plane on numerous occasions,” 
the explorer said, “was hampered by 
immense flocks of birds which flew 
into the path of the machine in such 
numbers that hundreds were killed by 
the propeller. Luckily, however, the 


‘plane was not damaged.” 


Wilkins established the existence of 
more than 1,000 miles of coast line in 
the region situated to the west of Wed- 
del sea. During one of his aerial trips 
of 3,000 miles he was unable to find a 
successful landing place and therefore 
failed to make interesting discoveries 
which might have been of great geo- 
graphical importance. He did succeed 
in discovering, however, that Graham 
Land, which figures on all maps as part 
of the antarctic continent, is merely a 
series of islands separated by a strait 
from the mainland.

The northeastern tribes 
preferred second-growth hickory. Some 
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tribes made compound bows by lashing 
pieces of bone or horn together; the Eski- 
mos made similar bows by wrapping cord 
around brittle driftwood. A good bow can- 
not be made of wood recently cut. It should 
be seasoned at least three vears before the 
bow is made. The best bows now manu- 
factured are composed of yew imported 
from Spain and Italy. 


Why is the Black sea so called? 


“Black sea” is a literal translation of the 
Turkish “Kara Deniz.” This body of water 
was so named by the Turks supposedly be- 
cause of its dense fogs and violent storms, 
“black” being used in the sense of bleak, 
gloomy and forbidding. In winter the wa- 
ters are often covered with heavy fogs 
which obscure the sun and lend a dark as- 
pect to the entire sea. The early Greek 
navigators called it “Pontus Axenus,” mean- 
ing inhospitable sea or sea unfriendly to 
strangers, because of its barren. shores and 
its want of islands and harbors where the 
navigator could find shelter. Later, how- 
ever, after Greek colonists had settled on 
the shores of this sea, the name was chang- 
ed to “Pontus Euxinus,” meaning hospitable 
sea or sea friendly to strangers.

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ST. PATRICK’S REFRESHMENTS 

Appropriate refreshments for the St. 
Patrick’s Day party include potato salad 
on green lettuce leaves, olives, chicken 
patties, pistachio ice cream, cake with 
sreen icing and green bonbons.

GLASS DOOR CURTAINS 


_It is sometimes a problem to curtain 

a glass front door. But here’s a hint: 
Attach a rod at the top and bottom 
of the glass on the door (and at the 
top and bottom of side windows, if 
there are any). Stretch simple deep 
ecru marquisette tightly between the 
rods. Use the same material for your 
curtains in the living room (or other 
front room), finishing the latter off with 
draperies of cretonne, hand blocked 
linen or Leshir mohair. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS 


ht. W. Lambuth, Meadville, Mass., 
reader offers these household tips: 

One part of lye and two parts of 
vinegar applied with a mop will soften 
paint on wood or glass soethat it can 
be scraped off. Paint on cloth can be 
removed by saturating the spot with 
strong soda water, allow to remain a 
few minutes, then rub. 

To stop leaks in a roof or to use 
instead of putty on glass, use one part 
of fine sand and two parts hardwood 
ashes and three parts of clay, mixed 
well, then add raw linseed oil until it 
is a paste. Neither heat nor cold will 
effect it as in the case of putty. 

Mary Elbrecht of Piqua, O., suggests: 

To un-gum stamps that have stuck 
together, place under a piece of paper 
and run a hot iron over the paper very 
lightly. 

{if a cork rubbed with vaseline is 
placed in the glue bottle the glue may 
be used much longer than otherwise. 

If a small funnel is not at hand when 
filling small bottles, a dried out half of 
an eggshell with a hole in it can be 
used very successfully.

An international poll conducted by 
the German paper “Der Deutsche” Se- 
lects these in order of merit: “The Pa- 
iriot,” “Jeanne d’Arc,” “The Circus,” 
“Underworld,” “White Shadows of the 
South Seas,” “The Last Command,” 
“Seventh Heaven,” “The End of St. Pe- 
tersburg,” “The Crowd” and ‘“Heim- 
kehr.” All save “Jeanne d’Arc” (Which 
is French) and “The End of St. Peters- 
burg” and “Heimkehr” (Russian) are 
American productions and typify the 
hold which the American film has on 
the world. 

The Film Daily (New York) made a 
tabulation of nearly 300 reviews of crit- 
ics and accordingly puts the following 
10 films in order of popularity: “The 
Patriot,” “Sorrell and Son,” “The Last 
Command,” “Four Sons,” “The Street 
Angel,” “The Circus,” “Sunrise,” “The 
Crowd,” “The King of Kings” and “Sa- 
die Thompson” (known to the stage as 
“Rain”). 

And now comes the Motion Picture 
Producers and Distributors of America 
which cites these 10 best as shown by 
box office receipts: “Ben-Hur,” “The 
Big Parade,” “Seventh Heaven,” “Ra- 
mona,” “Speedy,” “What Price Glory,” 
“Shepherd of the Hills,” “Red Hair,” 
“The Patent Leather Kid” and “The 
King of Kings.” (A few of those men- 
tioned, however, are hold-overs from 
1927.) 

In looking over the different lists it 
; interesting to note that some pictures 
rated high by some critics are tail-end- 
ers on other lists. Which would tend 
to show that opinion as to films is just 
as varied as it is on other things. But, 
after all, box office receipts are the real 
test of popularity of all films produced. 
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The Pathfinder’s independent review- 
er can vouch for “Sunrise,” “The 
Crowd,” “The Circus,” “White Shadows 
of the South Seas,” “Sorrell and Son,” 
“King of Kings,” “Ramona” and, of 
course, “The Big Parade” and “What 
Price Glory.” But, in his own judg- 
ment, while commending artistry, he 
cannot reconcile “The Patriot,” ‘Four 
Sons,” “The Last Command” and “Red 
Hair” among the 10 best. And, to be 
downright mean, he might add that 
“Our Dancing Daughters,’ “Hula,”
